O d Sept. 8 the 52d Regim ent held its 
second annual reunion in the

On Monday night these 
time-worn and battle-scarred veterans 
began to assemble p rep aratory to their 
reunion. 
Only a rem nant of that once- 
famous regim ent p ut in an appearance, 
which tells that the cold hand of death 
has been laid upon many of it3 members 
since, in January, 1862, they first en­ 
tered upon the duties of an American 
soldier to up hold the constitution of 
their beloved country.

:—Although

customed to writing letters for publication, 
I thought a few lines to your readers in re­ 
ference to the whereabouts and actions of the 
C2d Ind. Regiment, would not be amiss, inas­ 
much as Rush county is largely represent­ 
ed in the regiment. 
I will not attempt to 
give you an account in detail of the regiment 
from the time we left Indianapolis to the 
present, but only a few of the most import­ 
ant, and to us interesting, facts connected 
with our, as yet, short military history. 
We left the city of Indianapolis on Friday, 
February 7th, at IO a. rn., with orders to 
report at Cairo ; and without commenting 
upon our tedious transportation over the 
Terre Haute and Indianapolis, Terre Haute 
and Alton, and the Illinois Central rail­ 
roads, we landed in Cairo, or rather in mud, 
on Saturday morning about ten o’clock , at­ 
ter traveling all day Friday and Friday 
night. 
We felt a little 
••b lu e" over the 
prospect of lying in camp in such a “ miser­ 
able hole” as Cairo, and of course were 
agreeably disappointed on our arrival at 
that point, to find orders awaiting us to pro­ 
ceed immediately up the Tennessee river to 
Fort Henry. 
After considerable delay and 
hard work we succeeded in getting our 
general equipage ready for transportation ; 
and we shipped aboard the Steamer Golden 
State bound up the Tennessee river to Fort 
Henry, and were soon steaming away n that 
direction. 
We arrived at Fort Henry witiw 
out accident on Sunday morning, Feb. 
9th, 
at 9 o’clock . 
It was a beautiful morning, 
the sun seemed to be “ d o in g h is b est 
to 
mak e the day pleasant, and the scene 
met our gaze as the 
’ 
’ 
Fort Henry was indeed grand. 
As far as 
the eye could reach, the surrounding country 
was deck ed with Federal troops and camps, 
and “mo re a co rn in 
' T h e fortifications of 
the enemy at this point were immense, but 
poorly defended. 
They commenced their 
work s about the I st of June last, and by 
some of our best military men it is pro­ 
nounced a masterpiece of engineering, but 
it could not withstand such an institution as 
a Gun Boat. 
The work and military in­ 
genuity of eight months was lost in an hour 
and ten minutes. 
But I am digressing. 
Our regiment went ashore, and we pitched 
our tents some distance from the main Port 
in a delightfully muddy corn field, which, 
judging from the number and size of its 
corn stalk s yet on the field, had yielded 
some “ mesh'” an abundant crop the pre­ 
vious season. 
We were not however destin­ 
ed to remain long in our new camp. 
On 
Wednesday morning early we received an 
order 
from 
Head Quarters, written on 
lengthy piece of paper and enclosed in a 
huge envelope, attaching us to the 
3d Brig­ 
ade, commanded by Colonel Cook of the 
7th 
Illinois, and second Division 
under 
Gen. Smith, and ordering us to provide our­ 
selves with two days’ rations and forty 
rounds of catridges, and march towards 
Fort Donelson, the place we now occupy. 
Owing to the distance of our Quartermaster’s 
stores from our camp, which were yet at 
the river, we were not able to march as soon 
as oilier troop*. 
We however prepared 
everything 
as speedily as possible, and 
about cark we were marching in the direc­ 
tion of Fort Donelson, every man stepping 
at least “trven ty-eig h t i n c h e s 
This was 
our first march. 
It was a beautiful moon­ 
light night, and the roads at that time in 
fine condition. 
There are two roads lead­ 
ing from Fort Henry to Fort Donelson— 
one called the lower or telegraph road, the 
other, the upper or ridge road. 
We took 
the latter, which leads through a beautiful 
pine forest, and after marching some nine or 
ten miles, with frequent resting spells for 
the men, we halted and bivouack ed for the 
night. 
At day break the next morning the 
short roll was beaten, and we were again on 
our way, the men eating their break fast from 
their haversack s as they marched. 
We 
soon came up with our advanced forces, and 
shortly afterwards joined our Brigade. 
Affairs were assuming quite a warlik e ap 
pearance. 
Troops were being distributed 
along the fines to the best advantage, and 
already we could hear our gun boats at work 
in front, with what success we could not 
tell. 
Our regiment was drawn up about the 
centre of our lines to protect a battery 
which was planted above us on a command­ 
ing hill, and which was occasionally paying 
its respects to the Rebels, they however 
never failing to return the compliment. We 
remained in this position until evening when 
hostilities had ceased for the day, and we 
were moved to the extreme left of our lines 
—the enemy’s right—where we remained 
“rea d y a n d willin g 
,” sleeping on our arms at 
night—until Saturday afternoon between 
three and four o’clock , when it was decided 
to mak e an attack on the left, and the 
2d 
Iowa and 52d Indiana selected as the as­ 
saulting party. 
We considered this pretty 
“severe," to say the least, for a young, green 
regiment, not a week in the field, to be cal-l 
ed upon to mak e such an attack , but this 
was no time for faltering. 
And you would 
have been astonished to have witnessed the 
eagerness with which our gallant 
boys 
jumped to their places, and the determina­ 
tion pictured on every countenance. 
The Iowa 
2d moved out first and we 
•Jfo llo wed su it," 
tak ing our position on the 
left, and steadily we advanced up the hill. 
The enemy’s grape and cannister 
came 
wh izzin g” about us, mak ing us feel a little 
uncomfortable, but up we went, and finally 
we “wen t in ." 
The Rebels fled to an in­ 
ner fortification, but we “ peppered” them as- 
they went; this part of the engagement last 
ed over an hour, by this time it was grow­ 
ing so dark that it was useless to prolong the 
contest, and we were ordered to fall back to 
their first breastwork s. 
Several of our bat­ 
teries bad by this time succeeded in getting 
position inside their work s, which after 
sending the Rebels a few shots of a solid 
character, the contest again ended for the 
night. 
We lay on our arms again all night, 
with no covering and but little to eat, await­ 
ing the approach of the morning to renew' 
the battle. 
Morning came at last, but no 
fighting; the enemy had been reinforced 
during the night with a number of white 
flags, which they had displayed to a pretty 
good advantage. 
Of the surrender and conditions on Sun-

McCork le’s Co. from Rush county 
one however from this Company was k illed 
on the field, though several were wounded, 
among whom was Jerome Stewart, who re­ 
ceived a mortal wound in the right breast, 
penetrating the lung, .the ball passing out at 
the back . 
He was tak en to the hospital at 
Mound City, and I suppose at this time is 
not living. Five others of this Company were 
also wounded, consisting of J. H. Keithler, 
Samuel Sheppard, Samuel Lynn, Marshall 
Gruell and Wier Crawford, these however 
had but slight wounds. 
The entire regi­ 
ment lost in battle sixty-five k illed and 
wonnded. 
How long we may remain here. 
or what direction we will tak e we cannot 
tell. 
Since the fight our regiment has been 
re-brigaded and is now attached to Gen. 
Lew Wallace’s Brigade, consisting of the 
8th 
Missouri, lith, 
24th and 52d Indiana regi­ 
ments. 
Gen. Wallace, as you are aware, is not dis­ 
posed to remain idle during war, and I sup­ 
pose that we will be on the move again in a 
few days. 
In any event the friends of the 
52d may rest assured that we will not come 
out of this war dishonored.

The Barbarous People of the Isla nd Were 
as Vet Uncorrupted, and So the Prom pt­ 
ings of Na ture Ra ted Them —K indness 
a Roya l Flow er o f God** Good iii 


JBiiooellyn, Sep t 13.—Brookly n Taber­ 
nacle today contained many strangers on 
th eir way h ome from th e watering p laces 
and foreign lands. 
Many of th e members 
absent from th e city during th e summer 
were in th eir p laces. 
Th e ch urch building 
aoi th e organ, wh ich h av e been almost 
f-v.'itinually under brush 
and h ammer 
■d* ** th e dedication last sp ring, are now 
abv* t comp leted. Th e sermons today were 
flu* of congratulation and were attended 
by th e usual th rongs. Dr. TaJmage’s morn­ 
ing sermon was on “ Kindness,” from th e 
'ex t, Acts x x v iii, 2: “Th e barbarous p eop le 
sh owed us no little kindness.” 
My tex t p uts us on th e Island of Malta, 
anoth er name for Melita. 
Th is island, 
wh ich h as alway s been an im p ortant com­ 
mercial center, belongingat different times 
to Ph oenicia, to Greece, to Rome, to Ara­ 
bia, to Sp ain, to France, now belongs to 
Ingland. Th e area of th e island is about 
me h undred square miles. It is in th e 
Mediterranean sea, and of such clarity of 
aine osp h ere th at Mount Etna, one h undred 
and th irty railes away , can be distinctly 
seen. 
Th e island is gloriously memorable, 
because th e Knigh ts of Malta for a long 
wh ile ruled th ere, but most famous be­ 
cause of th e ap ostolic sh ip wreck. 
Th e bestormed vessel on wh ich Paul 
sailed h ad “laid to” on th e starboard tack, 
and th e wind was blowing east-north east, 
and th e vessel drifting p robably a mile 
and a h alf an h our ere sh e struck at wh at 
Is now called S t Paul’s bay . 
Practical 
sailors h ave taken up th e Bible account 
and decided bey ond controv ersy th e p lace 
of th e sh ip wreck. 
But th e island wh ich 
h as so rough a coast is for th e most p art a 
garden. 
Rich est fruit and a p rofusion of 
h oney ch aracterized it in Paul’s time as 
well as now. 
Th e finest oranges, figs and 
olives grow th ere. 
Wh en Paul and h is 
comrades crawled up on th e beach , satur 
ated with salt water and h ungry from long 
abstinence from food and ch illed to th e 
bone, th e islanders, th ough called bar 
baria&s because th ey could not sp eak 
Greek, op ened th eir doors to th e sh ip ­ 
wrecked unfortunates. 
Ev ery th ing h ad gone to th e bottom of 
th e deep , and th e barefooted, bareh eaded 
ap ostle and sh ip ’s crew were in a condition 
to ap p reciate h osp itality . 
About twenty 
five such men a few seasons ago I found in 
th e life station near Easth amp ton, Long 
Island. Th ey h ad got ash ore in th e nigh t 
from th e sea, and not a h at nor sh oe h ad 
th ey left. Th ey found out, as Paul and 
h is fellow v oy agers found out, th at th e sea 
is th e rough est of all robbers. My tex t 
finds th e sh ip ’s crew ash ore on Malta, and 
around a h ot fire dry ing th emselv es, and 
with th e best p rov ision th e islanders can 
offer th em. 
And th ey go into gov ernment quarters 
for th ree day s to recup erate, Publius, th e 
ruler, inv iting th em, alth ough h e h ad se­ 
vere sickness in th e h ouse at th at time— 
h is fath er down with dy sentery and ty p h oid 
fever. 
Yea, for th ree month s th ey staid 
on th e island watch ing for a sh ip and p ut­ 
ting th e h osp italities of th e islanders to a 
severe test. But th ey endured th e test satis­ 
factorily , and it is recorded for all th e ages 
of time and eternity to read and h ear in 
regard to th e inh abitants of Malta, “Th e 
barbarous p eop le sh owed us no little kind 
ness.” 
BIBLE EXAMPLES OF KINDNESS. 
Kindness! W h at a great word th at is. It 
would take a reed as long as th at wh ich 
th e ap ocaly p tic angel used to measure 
h eaven to tell th e length , th e breadth , th e 
h eigh t of th at munificent word. 
It is a 
fav orite Bible word, and it is early launch ed 
in th e book of Genesis, caugh t up in th e 
book of Josh ua, embraced in th e book of 
Ruth , sworn by in th e book of Samuel, 
crowned in th e book of Psalms, and en­ 
th roned in many p laces in th e New Testa­ 
ment. 
Kindness! A word’no more gentle 
th an migh ty . 
I ex p ect it will wrestle me 
down before I get th rough with it. 
It is 
strong enough to th row an arch angel. But 
it will be well for us to stand around it. 
and warm ourselv es by its glow as Paul 
and h is fellow v oy agers stood around th e 
fire on th e Island of Malta, wh ere th e Mal­ 
tese made th emselv es immortal in my tex t 
by th e way th ey treated th ese v ictims of th e 
sea. 
“Th e barbarous p eop le sh owed us no 
little kindness.” 
Kindness! All definitions of th at multi- 
p otent word break down h alf way . 
You 
Bay it 1b clemency , benignity , generosity ; it 
is made up of good wish es, it is an ex p res­ 
sion of beneficence, it is a contribution to 
th e h ap p iness of oth ers. Some one else 
say s: “Wh y , I can give y ou a definition of 
kindness: it is sunsh ine of th e soul, it is 
affection p erennial, it is a crowning grace, 
it is th e combination of All graces, it is 
comp assion, it is th e p erfection of gentle 
manliness and womanliness.” 
Are y ou 
all th rough ? You h ave made a dead fail­ 
ure in y our definition. It cannot be de­ 
fined. 
But we all know wh at it is, for we 
all felt its p ower. Some of y ou may h ave 
felt it as Paul felt it, on some coast of 
rock as th e sh ip went to p ieces, but more 
of us h av e agaiu aud again in some awful 
stress of life h ad eith er from earth or 
h eav en 
h ands 
stretch ed 
out, 
wh ich 
“sh owed us no little kindness.” 
Th ere is kindness of disp osition, kind­ 
ness of word, kindness of act, and th ere is 
Jesus Ch rist, th e imp ersonation of all of 
th e m . 
Kindness! You cannot affect it, 
y ou cannot p lay it as a p art, y ou cannot 
e n a c t it, yQu cannot d r a m a tiz e it. By th e 
grace of God y ou must h av e it inside y ou, 
an ev erlasting summer, or rath er a com 
bination of June and October, th e geniali­ 
t y of th e one and th e tonic of th e oth er. 
It cannot dwell with arrogance or sp ite or 
revenge or malevolence. At its first ap ­ 
p earance in th e soul all th ese A m alekite 
and Gergish ites and Hittites and Jebusites 
must quit, and quit forever. 
Kindness wish es ev ery body well, every 
man well, every woman well, every ch ild 
well, every bard well, ev ery h orse well, 
every dog well. every cat well. Give th is 
sp irit full swing, and y ou would h ave no 
more need of societies for p rev ention of 
cruelty to animals, no more need of p ro 
tectiv e sewing woman’s association, and it 
would dull every sword until it would not 
cut skin deep , and un wh eel ev ery battery 
till it could net roll, and make gunp owder 
of no more use in th e world ex cep t for 
rock blasting or p y rotech nic celebration. 
Kindness is a sp irit div inely imp lanted, 
and in answer to p ray er, and th en to be 
sedulously cultiv ated until it fills all th e 
nature with a p erfume rich er and more 
p ungent th an mignonette, and, as if y ou 
p ut a tuft of th at aromatic beauty beh ind 
th e clock on th e mantel or in some corner 
w h ere nobody eau see it, y ou find p eop le 
walking about y our room looking th is 
way and th at, and y ou ask th em, “ Wh at 
are y ou looking for?” And th ey answp ., 
“ Wh ere is th at flower?” So if one h as in 


bis Boul th is infinite sweetness of disp o­ 
sition Its p erfume will wh elm ev ery th ing. 
THE EVILS OF REVENGEFUL FEELING. 
But if y on are waiting and h op ing for 
some one to be bankrup ted or ex p osed or 
discomfited, or in any way ov erth rown, th en 
kindness h as not taken p ossession of y our 
nature. 
You are wrecked on a Malta 
wh ere th ere are no oranges. 
You are en­ 
tertaining a guest so unlike kindness th at 
kindness will not come and dwell under 
th e same roof. Th e most ex h austing and 
unh ealth y and ruinous feeling on earth is 
a rev engeful sp irit or retaliating sp irit, as 
I know by ex p erience, for I h ave tried it 
five or ten minutes at a time. 
Wh en some 
mean th ing h as been done me or said about 
me I h ave felt “I will p ay h im in h is own 
coin. I will sh ow h im up . Th e ingrate! 
Th e traitor! Th e liarl Th e v illain!” . 
But five or ten minutes of th e feeling 
h as been so unnerv ing and ex h austing 
th at I h ave abandoned it, and I cannot un­ 
derstand h ow p eop le can go about tortur­ 
ing th emselv es five or ten or twenty y ears, 
try ing to get even with somebody . Th e 
only way y on will ev er trium p h ov er y our 
enemies is by forgiv ing th em and wish ing 
th em all good and no evil. 
As malev o­ 
lence is th e most uneasy and p rofitless and 
dangerous feeling, kindness is th e most 
h ealth ful and deligh tful. And th is is not 
an abstraction. As I h ave tried a little of 
th e retaliation, so I h av e tried a little of 
th e forgiv ing. 
Kindness! I am resolved to get IL Are 
y ou resowed to get it? It does not come by 
h ap h azard, but th rough culture under th e 
div ine h elp . Th istles grow with out cul­ 
ture. 
Rocky mountain sage grass grows 
with out culture. 
Mullen stalks grow 
with out culture. 
But th at great red rose 
in th e conserv atory , its leaves p acked on 
leaves, deep dy ed as th ough it h ad been 
obliged to figh t for its beauty and it were 
still reeking with th e carnage of th e battle, 
th at rose 
needed to be 
cultured, and 
th rough long y ears its floral ancestors were 
cultured* O God, imp lant kindess in all 
our souls, and th en give us grace to watch 
it, to enrich it, to develop it! 
Th e king of Prussia h ad p resented to 
h im by th e emp ress of Russia th e root of a 
rare flower, and it was p ut in th e roy al 
gardens on an island, and th e h ead gar­ 
dener, Herr Fintelmann, was told to watch 
it. And one day it p ut forth its glory . 
Th ree day s of ev ery week th e p eop le were 
admitted to th ese gardens, and a y oung 
man, p robably not realizing wh at a wrong 
th ing h e was doing, p lucked th is flower 
and p ut it in bis buttonh ole, and th e gal- 
dener arrested h im as h e was crossing at th e 
ferry , and asked th e king to th row op en no 
more h is gardens to th e p ublic. Th e king 
rep lied: “Sh all I deny th e th ousands of 
good p eop le of my country th e p riv ilege of 
seeing th is garden because one v isitor h as 
done wrong? No, let th em come and see 
th e beautiful grounds.” 
And wh en th e gardener wish ed to give 
th e king th e name of th e offender wh o h ad 
taken th e roy al flower, h e said, “No, my 
memory is very tenacious and I do not 
want to h ave in my mind th e name of th e 
offender, lest it sh ould h inder me granting 
h im a fav or some oth er tim e.” Now, I 
want y ou to know th at kindness is a roy al 
flower, and blessed be God, th e King of 
mercy and grace, th at by a div ine gift anti 
not by p urloining, we may p luck th is roy al 
flower and not wear it on th e outside of 
our nature, but wear it in our soul and 
wear it forever, its radiance and aroma not 
more wonderful for time th an wonderful 
for eternity 
“ KIND WORDS CAN NEVER DIE.” 
Still furth er, I must sp eak of kindness of 
word. 
Wh en y ou meet any one do y ou 
say a p leasant th ing or an unp leasant? Do 
y ou tell h im of agreeable th ings y ou h ave 
h eard about h im, or th e disagreeable? 
Wh en h e leaves y ou does h e feel better or 
does h e feel worse? Oh , th e p ower of th e 
tongue for th e p roduction of h ap p iness or 
misery ! One would th ink from th e way 
th e tongue is caged in we migh t take th e 
h int th at it h as a dangerous p ower. First, 
it is ch ained to th e back of th e mouth by 
strong muscles. Th en it is surrounded by 
th e teeth of th e lower jaw, so many iv ory 
bars, and th en by th e teeth of th e up p er 
jaw, more ivory bars. Th en outside of all 
are th e two lip s with th e p ower of com­ 
p ression and arrest, and y et notwith stand­ 
ing th ese four imp risonments or limita­ 
tions, h ow many take no h int in regard to 
th e dangerous p ower of th e tongue, and 
th e results are laceration, sacrification and 
damnation. 
Oh ! say th e cordial th ing! Say th e use­ 
ful th ing! Say th e h osp itable th ing! Say 
th e h elp ful th ing! 
Say th e Ch ristlike 
th ingl Say th e kind th ing! I admit th at 
th is is easier for some temp eraments th an 
for oth ers. Some are born p essimists, and 
some are born op timists, and th at demon­ 
strates itself all th rough ev ery th ing. 
un y our way at noon to lunch eon y ou 
meet an op timistic merch ant and y ou say , 
“W h at do y on th ink of th e commercial 
p rosp ects?” and h e say s: “Glorious Great 
crop s must bring great business. 
We are 
going to h ave such au autum n and winter 
of p rosp erity as we h ave nev er seen.” On 
y our way back to y our store y ou meet a! 
p essi rn istle merch ant. “W h at do y ou th ink 
of th e commercial p rosp ects?” y ou ask. 
And h e answers: “Well, I don’t know. So 
much grain will surfeit th e country . Farm ­ 
ers h av e more bush els but less p rices, and 
th e grain gamblers tfill get th eir fist in. 
Th ere is th e McKinley bill, and th e h ay 
crop is sh ort In some p laces, and In th e 
south ern p art of Wisconsin th ey h ad a 
h ailstorm, and our business is as dull as it 
ev er was.” 
Yon will find th e same differ­ 
ence in Judgment of ch aracter. A man of 
good rep utation is assailed and ch arged 
with some evil deed. At th e first story th e 
p essimist will believe in guilt. “Th e p ap ers 
said so, and th at’s enongh . 
Down with 
h im!” 
OPTIMIST AND PESSIMIST. 
Th e op timist will say : “I don’t believe a 
word of it. 
I don’t th ink th at a man th at 
h as been as useful and seemingly h onest 
for twenty y ears could h ave got off th e 
track like th at. Th ere are two sides to th is 
story , and I will wait to h ear th e oth er 
side before I condemn h im.” My h earer, 
if y ou are by nature a p essimist, make a 
sp ecial effort by th e grace of God to ex tir­ 
p ate th e dolorous and th e h y p ercritical 
from y our disp osition. 
Believe noth ing 
against any body until th e wrong is estab­ 
lish ed by at least two witnesses of integ­ 
rity . And if guilt be p rov ed, find out th e 
ex tenuating circumstances if th ere are 
any . 
And th en commit to memory so th at y ou * 
can quote for y ourself aud qnote for oth ers 
th at ex quisite th irteenth ch ap ter of First 
Corinth ians about ch arity th at suffers 
long and is kind, and h op eth all th ings 
and endureth all th ings. By p en, by voice, 
in p ublic and in p riv ate, say ail th e good 
about p eop le y ou eau th ink of, and if th ere 
be noth ing good, th en tigh ten th e ch ain of 
muscle on th e back end of y our tongue, 
and keep th e ivory bars of teeth on th e 
lower jaw and th e ivory bars of teeth on th e 
up p er jaw locked and th e gate of y our lip s 
tigh tly closed and y our tongue s h u t u p . 
TOUCHING ANECDOTE OF ABRAHAM LINCOLN. 
Furth ermore, th ere is kindness of action. 
Th at is wh at Josep h sh owed to h is out­ 
rageous broth ers. 
Th at is wh at David 
sh owed to Mep bibosh eth for h is fath er 


Jonath an’s Bake. Th at la wh at Uneslp h or- 
us sh owed to Paul In th e Roman p eniten­ 
tiary . 
Th at is wh at William Cowp er 
recognized wh en h e said h e would not 
trust a man wh o would with h is foot need­ 
lessly crush a worm* 
Th at is wh at our 
assassinated President Lincoln demon­ 
strated wh en h is p riv ate secretary found 
h im in th e Cap itol grounds try ing to get a 
bird back to th e nest from wh ich it h ad 
fallen, and wh ich quality th e illustrious 
man ex h ibited y ears before, wh en h av ing 
with some lawy ers in th e carriage on th e 
way to court p assed on th e road a swine 
fast in th e mire, after awh ile cried to h is 
h orses, “Ho!” and said to th e gentlemen, 
“I must go back and h elp th at h og out of 
th e mire.” And h e did go back and p ut 
on solid ground th at most uninteresting 
quadrup ed. 
Th at was th e sp irit th at was manifested 
by my dep arted friend, Honorable Alex an­ 
der H. Step h ens, of Georgia (and lov elier 
man nev er ex ch anged earth for h eaven), 
wh en at Wash ington. A senator’s wife 
wh o told my wife of th e circumstances, 
said to h im, “Mr. Step h ens, come and see 
my dead canary bird.” And h e answered, 
“No, I could not look at th e p oor th ing 
with out cry ing.” Th at is th e sp irit th at 
Grant sh owed wh en at th e surrender at 
Ap p omattox h e said to General Lee, “As 
many of y our soldiers are farmers and will 
need th e h orses and mules to raise th e crop s 
to keep th eir families from suffering nex t 
winter, let each Confederate wh o can claim 
a h orse or a mule take it along with h im.” 
Th at is th e sp irit wh ich , last nigh t, ten 
th ousand moth ers sh owed to th eir sick 
ch ildren coming to give th e drink at th e 
twentieth call as ch eerfully and as tenderly 
as at th e first call. 
Sup p ose all th is assemblage, and all to 
wh om th ese words sh all come by p rinter’s 
ty p e, sh ould resolve to make kindness an 
ov erarch ing, undergirding and all p erv ad­ 
ing p rincip le of th eir life, and th en carry 
out th e resolution—wh y , in six month s th e 
wh ole earth would feel IL Peop le would 
•SRW h at is th e matter? It seems to me 
th at th e world is getting to be a better 
p lace to live in. Wh y , life after all is 
worth living. 
Wh y , th ere is Sh y lock, my 
neigh bor, h as with drawn h is lawsuit of 
foreclosure against th at man, and because 
h e h as h ad so much sickness in h is family 
h e is going to h ave th e h ouse for one y ear 
rent free. Th ere is an old lawy er in th at 
y oung lawy er’s office, and do y ou know 
wh at h e h as gbne in th ere for? Wh y , h e 
la h elp ing fix up a case wh ich is too big for 
th e y oung man to h andle, and th e wh ite 
h aired attorney is h unting up p rev ious de­ 
cisions and making out a brief for th e boy . 
Down at th e bank I h eard y esterday a 
note was due, aud th e y oung merch ant 
could not meet it, and an old merch ant 
went in and got for h im th ree month s’ ex ­ 
tension, wh ich for th e y oung merch ant is 
th e difference between bankrup tcy and 
success in business. And in our street is 
an artist wh o h ad a Ane p icture of th e 
’Rap ids of Niagara,’ and h e could not sell it, 
and h is family were suffering, aud th ey 
th emselv es were in th e rap ids; and a lady 
h eard of it and said, ‘I do not need th e 
p icture, but for th e encouragement of art 
and h elp ing y ou out of y our distress I will 
take it,’ aud on th e drawing room wall are 
th e ’Rap ids of Niagara.’ 
THE AGE OF HELPFULNESS. 
“Do y ou kuow th at a strange th ing h as 
taken p lace in th e p ulp it and all th e old 
ministers are h elp ing th e y oung ministers,
